THE city of Los Angeles was born on 
September 4, year of Our Lord, 
1731. Consequently, it celebrates 
this year, the one hundred and 
thirty-ninth anniversary it Its birth. 

From this It will be seeh that Los Angeles 
is among the elder cities ot America, chro- 
nologically. As to population and Indus- 
trial importance it stands the tenth. 

In the Hall of Fame, it takes second place 
to no other. It is as well known as London,

They raised a great cross hewn from tim- 
bers that the Indians had felled and drawn 
with oxen from some distant canyon. The 
Te Deum was chanted. The Indian Chor- 
isters from the Mission sang other hymns, 
singing them In Latin, and doubtless sing- 
ing them as . well as the Indians sang at 
Carmel when Robert Louis Stevenson heard 
them. ' "They have the Gregorian music at 
their finger ends," said RXS„ "and pro- 
nounce the Latin so correctly that I could 
follow the meaning as they .sang." The 
Gohernador read the Proclamation of the 
King, and likely made a speech. The troop- 
ers fired volleys of musketry. „
